To Generate More Electric Power 


H uichon Power Station No. 2 which was built five years 
previously by the Korean army and people with the mettle 
of “At a Go” is buzzing with increased production of electric 
power. 

Ever since its inauguration the power station always carried 
out its annual production assignments without fail. This year, 
too, which is of key importance in implementing the five-year 
strategy for national economic development, it is increasing the 
power production by holding high the banner of self-reliance 
and self-development and operating the generating equipment 
at full capacity. 

Workers and technicians at the power station are strictly 
observing the standard operation manuals and ensuring 
scrupulous equipment and technical management with an 
attitude as befitting masters.

T he Sungni Motor Complex is making great innovations in 
the production of a new type of lorry in this year that is of 
key importance in carrying out the five-year strategy for national 
economic development.

the scientific literature and analysing the successes 
achieved in the past vegetable farming, and paid a 
great attention to the hydroponic cultivation. 

This method, called either soilless or nutritive- 
liquid cultivation, is of great significance in 
increasing the per-hectare yield from a limited 
area. 

He set it as a goal to boost the yield in 
hydroponic greenhouses across the country and 
buckled down to it. 

He made strenuous efforts to make nutritive 
liquid by extracting elements necessary for crop 
growth, increase the effectiveness of liquid 
irrigation by regulating light intensity, diagnose 
nutritive conditions of crops and solve other 
scientific problems. After scores of simulations 
and culture experiments of several stages, he 
developed new nutritive liquid prescription and 


irrigation system, made scientific explanations of 
physiological features of the crops and standardized 
the vegetable cultivation. 

On this basis he collaborated with relevant 
scientists in perfecting the designs of the nutritive 
liquid supply system vital to hydroponic greenhouse 
farming and the greenhouse structure. 

Introduction of his research success in 
hydroponic greenhouse farming doubled the per- 
hectare yield of vegetables, making it possible to 
supply fresh vegetables to the people all the year 
round. 

At present Sim is busy applying his success to 
all hydroponic greenhouses in the country.

S im Jong Hyok, a section chief at Pyongyang 
Vegetable Science Institute, is a young 
scientist in his 30s with only a six-year career as a 
researcher. However, he has already made a tangible 
contribution to making the greenhouse vegetable 
production Juche-oriented and modem. 

Chairman Kim Jong II visited the institute 
in March Juche 100 (2011) and stressed the 
importance of its mission in increasing the 
vegetable production of the country. He also took 
measures to staff the institute’s scientific personnel 
with competent graduates from the postgraduate 
course of the life science faculty at Kim II Sung 
University.

C hangsong County in North Phyongan 
Province is located along the Amnok River 
in the northwestern tip of Korea. Mountains 
account for 95% of the county and its limited 
area of arable land was so barren that it was known 
as unfit for human inhabitation.

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Piano Prodigy Wins Special Prize

B etween March 27 and April 1 the Second Moscow Krainev 
International Piano Contest was held in Russia. The contest 
where young entrants from several countries would be judged at an 
expert level picked a single player at every category for a special 
prize. 

Choe Jang Hung from the DPRK was awarded a special prize 
at the first category for his excellent rendition characterized by 
musical individuality. 

It was at Kyongsang Kindergarten in Pyongyang that Choe took 
up piano. 

As he was bom of an ordinary white-collar family, his parents 
were not aware of his talent for music, until his kindergarten 
teachers spotted his budding talent from his unexcelled hearing and 
sight-reading abilities.

International Fryderyk Chopin Piano Competition for Children and 
Youth and won the first prize, the youngest winner in the history 
of competition. The jurors extended their unstinted praises for his 
skilful and elegant performance, saying that he was a boy bom to 
play the piano and he had his mastery of piano, little as he was. 

Choe further polished his skills at Pyongyang Music School 
No. 1 of Kim Won Gyun University of Music. 

He finely rendered world-famous music pieces that required 
high artistic ability and performance skills, with dignity and pride 
of giving full play to his talent in the embrace of grateful socialist 
motherland. His performance won the accolade of jurors and 
audience. 

The foreman of the jury said that Choe’s rendition left a deep 
impression on all the jury members and expressed his thanks for 
showcasing the DPRK’s uncommon educational level.

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Twelve Gold Medals 


At the 29th Summer Universiad 


A thletes from the DPRK won 23 medals including 12 gold medals at the 29th 
Summer Universiad held in Chinese Taipei last August, drawing 7 000 odd 
athletes from more than 140 countries and regions. 

Om Yun Choi, weightlifter with brilliant achievements at the Olympic Games, 
world championships and international games, competed in the men’s 56kg 
category. He displayed his forte to the full and lifted 129kg in the snatch and 
165kg in the jerk, thus claiming the title. 

Rim Jong Sim, twice Olympic gold medallist, and Rim Un Sim, her sister and 
winner of the 2016 world juvenile weightlifting championships and 2017 Asian 
weightlifting championships, won gold medals in the women’s 75kg and 63kg 
events respectively. 

Sin Choi Bom, Ri Su Yon, Ri Song Gum and Kim Kuk Hyang walked away 
with gold medals in the men’s 62kg and women’s 53kg divisions and other 
events according to their body weights. 

Kim Kuk Hyang, a gold medallist at the 16th FINA World Championships, 
snatched a gold in the women’s 10m platform diving by excellently performing 
movements with technical difficulties. 


Gold medallists in the diving events also included Ri Hyon Ju in the men’s 
10m platform, Kim Un Hyang and Kim Kuk Hyang in the women’s synchronized 
10m platform, and Hyon II Myong and Kim Kuk Hyang in the mixed 10m 
synchronized platform. Kim Kuk Hyang, Kim Un Hyang, Choe Un Gyong and 
Choe Hyang won the women’s group event. 

DPRK athletes bagged silver medals at the women’s double table tennis, men’s 
synchronized 10m platform diving, women’s lm springboard diving, women’s 
10m platform diving, and men’s 69kg weightlifting category. 

They won bronze medals at the women’s 58kg and 69kg divisions in 
weightlifting, mixed doubles and men’s and women’s singles in table tennis, 
and women’s group ring event in gymnastics. 

Brilliant successes the athletes achieved in the 29th Universiad encouraged 
the people across the country in their general offensive towards the Conference 
of Mallima Pioneers.

Natural Monument 


Anbyon Zelkova Tree 

T he Anbyon zelkova tree which was planted in around 1440 
is in Anbyon town, Anbyon County, Kangwon Province on 
the east coast of Korea. 

This was designated as Natural Monument No. 203 in 
January Juche 69 (1980), for its scenic beauty and academic 
significance. 

It is 20 metres tall, 9.8 metres round at the root neck and 
7.6 metres round at the chest height. Its crown is umbelliform 
and 25 metres wide. 

It grows on brown forest soil and loamy sand formed in 
a granite area. Annual 
average temperature in 
the region is 10.4°C and 
average precipitation 
1 127 mm. 

Though it is several 
hundred years old, the 
growing force of the tree 
is fairly good.

Anti-US, Anti-war StrnggCe Qains

T he aggressive nature of the United States, advocating “strong alliance,” 
“blood alliance” and “ally,” has been revealed, heightening the anti-US 
atmosphere in south Korea. 

Last August when the Korean peninsula was faced with a danger of war, 
US president Trump uttered that if a war would break out, it should be done in 
the Korean peninsula and if several thousand people die, they should be killed 
there, not in the US mainland. His absurd remarks betrayed that the US paid no 
less respect for the south Korean people than for their cannon fodders and bullet 
shields. Worse still, the US forced south Korea to additionally deploy THAAD, 
and waged frantic joint war games codenamed Ulji Freedom Guardian, driving 
the situation on the Korean peninsula to the brink of a nuclear war. 

People of all backgrounds got enraged by the wickedness of the US 
imperialists who regard the life of the south Koreans as trifle matters, and 
waged anti-US demonstrations and protests in the plaza of Kwanghwa Gate, 
in front of the US embassy in Seoul and in various regions. 

Civil organizations of various strata including Minjurochong disclosed in 
the meetings that the US’ reckless moves to stifle the DPRK under the pretext 
of providing against the “nuclear threat from the north” were aimed at realizing 


their wild ambition to gain supremacy in the Korean peninsula and Northeast 
Asia, far from protecting south Korea. They strongly denounced Trump, who 
thinks nothing of the life and death of the Korean people and brags that it 
would be on the Korean peninsula if they would be killed in large numbers, 
and held that the Korean peninsula is not an area for the US to play war games.

A south Korean internet newspaper carried a poem “Kneel down and 
apologize, Trump” which scathingly censures Trump and the United States. 
Students and civic organizations held a “Trump’s funeral” in front of the US 
embassy in Seoul, thus heightening the anti-US atmosphere among the south 
Korean people. 

The anti-US struggle being launched more fiercely in south Korea is 
the natural outcome deserved by the US, an aggressor, plunderer and peace 
breaker.
